RAIL 


From any Central London mainline rail station, take the underground to Charing Cross Station. The 
Thistle Charing Cross can be reached simply by exiting the station through the subway, bringing you 
out within a few yards of the reception hall. 


AIR 
From any of the London Airports, Heathrow, Gatwick, Stansted or City Airport, take any train or 


underground train into Central London and get to Charing Cross Station by use of the underground 
(Bakerloo or Northern Lines). 


ROAD 


Follow signs to Central London, and then towards Trafalgar Square. As you pass through Trafalgar 
Square with the National Portrait Gallery on your left continue out from the Square and into Duncan 
Street. At the traffic lights ahead and to the right you will see the entrance to Charing Cross Station 
and the Thistle Charing Cross above. You can drive into the Station access road in order to check in and 
drop luggage but there is no parking permitted in that area.

CAMPAIGN AND OTHER MEDALS FROM 1792 


MYSORE MEDAL, 1792, silver, smaller type, 38mm, an old electrotype copy lacking suspension 
ring, very fine, a useful ‘gap filler’. £50-80 
The edge is stamped ‘R.R.’ for Robert Cooper Ready, the celebrated nineteenth century modeller and pioneer in the art of 
reproducing coins and medals using the electrotype process. 


ALEXANDER DAVISON’S MEDAL FOR THE BATTLE OF THE NILE, 1798, bronze-gilt John 
Cork, Vanguard), the naming neatly engraved in running script in the ‘sky’ on reverse as usual, 
contemporary though not original gilding, about very fine and extremely scarce to a verified recipient on 
Nelson's flagship. £700-1000 
John Cork, Carpenter’s Crew, H.MLS. Vanguard, was born in Bradfield, Norfolk, circa 1775, being aged 23 years when in Vanguard at 
the time of the battle of the Nile. After service in Vanguard, he was discharged to the Royal William on 7° February 1800. 


HONOURABLE EAST INDIA COMPANY’S MEDAL FOR THE CAPTURE OF SERINGAPATAM, 
1799, silver, struck in Calcutta, 45mm and with reversed initials of C.H.K., fitted with a contemporary 
clip and fixed loop for suspension, some die weakness indicative of a somewhat later striking but almost 
extremely fine and an attractive example. £300-350 


SULTAN’S GOLD MEDAL OF THE ORDER OF THE CRESCENT FOR EGYPT, 1801, 2” class, 
48mm, with integral loop and complete with original chain and hook for wearing, fields scuffed as 
usual, extremely fine for the issue and very scarce. £1500-1800 


SULTAN’S GOLD MEDAL OF THE ORDER OF THE CRESCENT FOR EGYPT, 1801, 2™ class, 
48mm, with integral loop and complete with original chain and hook for wearing, fields scuffed as 
usual, extremely fine for the issue and very scarce. £1500-1800 


CAPTURE OF CAYENNE MEDAL, 1809, in silver-gilt, bust of the Prince Regent of Portugal left, 
rev date within wreath, 51mm (B.B.M. 48), pierced for suspension, gilding rather dull and worn, about 
very fine. £150-200 


BATTLE OF ORTHES, 27" February, 1814, an official gold clasp as issued for wearing with the 
Army Gold Cross and Gold Medals, extremely fine; together with a three-section gold necklet clasp 
for any of the same awards, 43mm, very fine (2) £600-800 


NAVAL GENERAL SERVICE, 1793-1840, 1 clasp, 23" June 1795 (William Holmes), good very 
fine. £500-600 
FLEET ACTION - for Admiral Lord Bridport’s defeat of the French fleet off the Isle de Groix (approximately 177 clasps awarded). 


William Holmes is confirmed on the published rolls as Able Seaman, H.M.S. Colossus [-/8 clasps to the ship]. 
Several recipients of this name on the roll, mostly Syria men. 


NAVAL GENERAL SERVICE, 1793-1840, 2 clasps, Stately 22 March 1808, Basque Roads 1809 
(George Bell), extremely fine and lightly toned. £1000-1200 


George Bell is confirmed on the published rolls as Ordinary Seaman, H.MS. Stately [31 clasps to the ship] and Able Seaman, 
H.M.S. Illustrious [3/22 clasps to the ship] for the Basque Roads. 

The only other George Bell noted in the rolls received a medal with bar St. Domingo. 

ex Whalley Collection, 1877, and Glendining’s, September 1961. 


MILITARY GENERAL SERVICE, 1793-1814, 1 clasp, Vittoria (D. Potter, 2™ Life Guards), two edge 
bruises, one of them below surname, otherwise very fine. £500-600 


Only 62 Vittoria clasps to the 2™ Life Guards 


MILITARY GENERAL SERVICE, 1793-1814, 1 clasp, Orthes (G. Gutteridge, 7 Hussars), good very 
fine. £500-600 


145 Orthes clasps to the 7” Hussars; Mullen’s Roll states he retired on pension as a Serjeant, 17.2.1819.

MILITARY GENERAL SERVICE, 1793-1814, 1 clasp, Toulouse (H.S. Northcote, Lieut., 4" Dgns.), 
extremely fine. £600-700 


99 Toulouse clasps, for the final action of the Peninsular War, to the 4" Dragoons. Recipient later served with the 60” Foot.

MILITARY GENERAL SERVICE, 1793-1814, 1 clasp, Toulouse (W. Atkinson, Corporal, 2“ Life 
Guards), edge bruised before and after rank, very fine but sometime lacquered. £500-600 


76 Toulouse clasps to the 2" Life Guards. Recipient also fought at Waterloo (roll confirms) as Lance Corporal. 


MILITARY GENERAL SERVICE, 1793-1814, 2 clasps, Nivelle, Nive (T. Bamford, Corpl., 84" Foot), 
several edge bruises but good very fine and toned. £500-600 


MILITARY GENERAL SERVICE, 1793-1814, 2 clasps, Nivelle, Nive (Richd. Charlesworth, 84° 
Foot), a few light marks but extremely fine. £500-600 


ARCTIC DISCOVERIES, 1818-1855 (unnamed as issued), several obverse nicks, otherwise nearly 
extremely fine. £300-350 


SPANISH ST. SEBASTIAN MEDAL, 1836, 37mm, silver (unnamed as issued), British striking by 
A.D. Loewenstark of London, with original clip and swivelling ring suspension, extremely fine and 
toned, scarce. £100-150 


ST. JEAN D’ACRE MEDAL, 1840, in silver, plugged and fitted with neat swivelling ring for 
suspension, cut across obverse top edge, otherwise about very fine. £80-100 


ST. JEAN D’ACRE MEDALS, 1840, in bronze (3), one pierced for suspension as issued, the others 
plugged, generally very fine. (3) £140-180 


ST. JEAN D’ACRE MEDALS, 1840, in bronze (3), two silvered and the other gilt, one plugged and 
the others pierced as issued, generally very fine. (3) £120-150 


FIRST CHINA WAR, 1842 (Tobias Mankey, H.MLS. Starling), lightly scuffed but extremely fine. £200-250 


Only 55 medals to H.M.S. Starling. 


FIRST CHINA WAR, 1842, 3 clasps, China 1842, Fatshan 1857, Canton 1857 (Thomas Ball, 
H.M.S. Endymion), clasps loosely wired onto original suspension, several obverse nicks but good 
very fine and toned. £300-500 


Clasps not verified and this recipient is not on Captain Douglas-Morris’s roll of the 1842 China clasps published in his Naval 
Medals 1793-1856. 


MAHARAJPOOR STAR, 1843 (Private Charles Revill, H.M. 39" Regt.), with contemporary riveted 
loop and bar suspension, nearly extremely fine. £250-300 


CRIMEA, 1854-1856, no clasp (unnamed as issued), slight edge bruise and some contact marks, otherwise 
about extremely fine and dark-toned . £50-60 


CRIMEA, 1854-1856, 2 clasps, Balaklava, Inkermann (J. Johnson, 1°. Dragoons), officially impressed, 
upper lugs removed on top clasp, contact marked but nearly very fine. £400-600 


The 1° Dragoons formed part of the Heavy Brigade during the famous charge at Balaklava. 


CRIMEA, 1854-1856, 3 clasps, Alma, Balaklava, Sebastopol (Corpl. G. Easto, 4” Lt. Dragns.), officially 
impressed, last two letters of surname engraved presumably to correct an impressing error, contact marked 
but very fine. £800-1000 


Lummis & Wynn, who give this recipient’s name as ‘Eastoe’, state that he enlisted in 1849, transferred to the Sick Horse Depot 
on 5" November 1854 and was promoted Corporal in 1855. 
This medal has previously been sold at Sotheby’s (1899), Glendining’s (1906) and Wallis & Wallis (1964) 


CRIMEA, 1854-1856, 4 clasps, Alma, Balaklava, Inkermann, Sebastopol (Henry Turner, 8" Hussars), 
officially impressed, good very fine. £1200-1500 


Lunnis & Wynn state that this recipient enlisted in 1841 and sailed for the Crimea in the H.T. Wilson Kennedy on 2™ May 1854. 
This (?) 4-clasp medal was previously sold at Glendining’s in 1933 and 1938 


TURKISH CRIMEA, 1855, Sardinian issue (No. 1134 Serjt. [I.S.?] Anderson, 5" Dragoon Gds.), 
. nd 

depot impressed, pierced for suspension, nearly very fine; another (C.O. [----lince, 2" Drag|----]), depot 

impressed, naming worn from bruising, fair. (2) £70-100 
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TURKISH CRIMEA, 1855, Sardinian issue (3) (6470 Corpl. T. Charles, 3 Bn. G. Gds. / 4960 J. Sherman, 
3 Bn. G. Gds. / 4480 Cm. Gds.), all depot impressed, the last with regimental number only as is usual 
for the Coldstream Guards, all pierced for suspension, generally fine or nearly so. (3) £140-180 


TURKISH CRIMEA, 1855, Sardinian issue (4) (3080 Corpl. J. Miller, 93" Suthd. [Highlanders] / J. 
McK[-----], 14 Regt. / No. 3980 Pt. P. Burke / Wm. Kidwell), all engraved, the last two without unit 
details, and all pierced for suspension, generally fine but the last better. (4) £180-200 


TURKISH CRIMEA, 1855, Sardinian issue (2) (T. Hickinbottom, 1 R.B. / Pte. G. French, 3556, 2" B., 


R.B.), both engraved, the first pierced for suspension and the second fitted with scroll suspension, 


very fine and fair. (2) £80-100 


TURKISH MEDAL FOR SILISTRIA, 1854, 36mm, silver (unnamed as issued), original piercing 
plugged and now fitted with ornate scroll suspension, very fine. £100-120 


INDIA GENERAL SERVICE, 1854-1895, 1 clasp, Pegu (Capn. J.L. Pearse, 5th Regt. M.N.L), good 
very fine. £300-350 


Major-General James Langford Pearse was commissioned as an Ensign in the Madras Army in February 1844 and two years 
later commanded a detachment sent in pursuit of insurgents under a rebel leader — Nurismah Reddy — in the Cuddapah 
District. When the subsequent Field Force was formed for the suppression of the insurrection, he performed the duties of a 
Staff Officer until it was disbanded. 

Promoted to Lieutenant in November 1846, he joined the 5th Madras Native Infantry in Burma in December 1852 and 
remained with the Regiment until May 1853. Promoted to Captain, June 1853; Brevet Major, March 1863; Major, February 
1864; Brevet Lieut Colonel, 1° February 1870; Lieut-Colonel, March 1870 and Colonel, March 1875. His final promotion, to 
Major-General, Madras Staff Corps, was in November 1879 


INDIA GENERAL SERVICE, 1854-1895, 1 clasp, Pegu (Captn. J. Wilson, 26th Regt. M.N.L), good 
very fine. £300-350 


General John Wilson was born at Achipore on 1° September 1813, being baptised at Calcutta in March 1814. His father was 
Alexander Wilson, a distiller at Achipore, and his mother Barbara (née MacIntosh) was the daughter of a Glasgow Merchant 
and sister to Charles MacIntosh, the inventor of waterproof cloth. Following full-time education, he became a cadet at 
Addiscombe and, after his graduation, was commissioned as an Ensign in the 26th Madras Native Infantry in December 1832. 
Promoted to Lieutenant in August 1837, he was a Captain [November 1846] when he took part with the Regiment in the 
landing at Moulmein on 5" April 1852 and, advancing inland with a Wing of the 18th Foot [Royal Irish] and a Wing of the 80th 
Foot [South Staffs], participated in the capture of Martaban, which the 26th Madras Native Infantry afterwards garrisoned. 
Further promotions followed, Brevet Major July 1859; Brevet Lieut.-Colonel, February 1861; Major, January 1862; Lieut.- 
Colonel, and Brevet Colonel, February 1866. Despite declining a Command offered by Lord Cross in 1872, Wilson’s 
promotions continued and he was advanced to Major-General in October 1877; Lieutenant-General, December 1880 and 
finally to General in January 1889. 


INDIA GENERAL SERVICE, 1854-1895, 1 clasp, Pegu (Lieutt. W.J. Vizard, 35th Regt. M.N.L), good 
very fine. £300-350 


Major-General Walter John Vizard was born on 23" June 1829, the son of Charles Vizard, a Banker, of Dursley in 
Gloucestershire. Educated at the College School in Gloucestershire and by a Mr. Henry Dixon of Isleworth. Commissioned, as 
an Ensign in the Madras Army, in February 1846 having sailed for India two days earlier aboard the Plantagenet. Following his 
arrival in India, he was appointed to the 35th Madras Native Infantry. A Lieutenant in May 1849, when he participated in the 
protracted War in Burma, he was made Captain in February 1861 and a Major in February 1866; Lieut.-Colonel, February 
1872; Brevet Colonel, February 1877 and Major-General, October 1882. 


INDIA GENERAL SERVICE, 1854-1895, 1 clasp, Pegu (Ensn. W.G.M. Strickland, 49th Regt. 
M.N.L), good very fine. £300-350 


Major-General William George Malcolm Strickland was born in India on 19" September 1831, the son of an Indian Army 
Officer serving with the 6" Madras Native Infantry, and a Danish mother. He was sent to England to complete his education, 
which he did at Kensington Grammar School, before being commissioned as an Ensign, in the 49" Madras Native Infantry, in 
March 1851. Present with the Regiment at the defence of Martaban and the recapture of Billing during the Second Burmese 
War, he was promoted to Lieutenant in September 1856 and, to widen his experience, subsequently did duty with the Madras 
Sappers and Miners. Whilst still with the Sappers and Miners, he was promoted to Captain in March 1861. When he received 
his Brevet for Major, he transferred to the Madras Staff Corps. Five years later, on 3" March 1869, he received his promotion 
and was stationed at Port Blair again with the Sappers and Miners. Advanced to Lieut.Colonel in March 1875, he was 
appointed Second-in-Charge and Wing Commander of the 13" Madras Native Infantry. Commandant of the Regiment on 8" 
January 1880, he had to wait almost two months for the rank that went with the position and was promoted to Colonel in 
March 1880. His last promotion, to Major-General, prior to retirement came on 31" May 1890 and, after 59 years service 
Strickland left the Indian Army. Aged 80, his name was still included in the Army List of 1911.

Major H.R. Wallis was born in 1863 and commissioned into the Indian Army in 1887. Serving in the Hazara Campaign of 
1888, he was promoted Lieutenant in the following year. Between 1897 and 1898 he served in the Tirah Campaign, taking part 
in the operations in the Bara Valley in December 1897. Wallis’s last promotion, to Major, was in 1908.

Probably entitled to a clasp for Burma but the above clasp correctly fitted

Regt.), nearly very fine. £90-110 


INDIA GENERAL SERVICE, 1854-1895, 2 clasps, North West Frontier, Umbeyla (Naick Uttul, 5" 
Goorkha Regt.), almost very fine. £100-120 
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INDIA GENERAL SERVICE, 1854-1895, 2 clasps, Burma 1887-89, Burma 1885-7 (Sweeper Koliya 
Kam, 44" BI. Infy.), almost very fine. £60-80 


INDIAN MUTINY, 1857-1858, no clasp (Edwd. Henry Sibold, 6" Dragn. Gds.), good very fine. £110-130 


INDIAN MUTINY, 1857-1858, no clasp (Saml. Haines, Leadg. Seaman, Pearl), light marks but extremely

The total number of medals — all without clasps — granted to H.M.S. Pearl was 252, of which 49 were unclaimed and returned 
to the India Office. Leading Seaman Haines’s medal is confirmed on the roll.

Appointed Financial Secretary to the General Post Office in 1874, he was then made Principal Secretary in 
April 1880, a position he occupied until his death. His tenure as Principal Secretary saw several notable innovations, including 
the introduction of postal orders (1881), the parcel post (1883) and the sixpenny telegram (1885), whilst his careful handling of 
the general strike of London’s postmen probably prevented it spreading nationwide. Rewarded with the K.C.B. in the Golden 
Jubilee Honours of June 1887 (C.B. 1880), he was a prolific author of evangelical religious works and seems to have died from 
overwork rather than any more tangible illness. A copy of his “Times” obituary is sold with the lot.

BOARD OF TRADE, Sea Gallantry Medal, type 1, bronze, 53mm (John Sintherdon, Wreck of the 
Swedish Steam Ship of War “Oradd” on 3" Decr. 1866), good extremely fine and very unusual for a

CITY OF GLASGOW, Bravery Medal, gold (Allan Beckett, 1966), extremely fine, with riband brooch, 
in case of issue (by Cuthbert of Glasgow). £280-320 


Alan Beckett [and James Halliday] received the gold medal “for bravery in rescuing persons from a fire in a Glasgow 
tenement on 14" December 1966.” 


CITY OF GLASGOW, Bravery Medal, silver, 39mm (James McMichael), extremely fine, with floriate 
riband brooch reading ‘Gallantry’. £200-250 


James McMichael received his medal in January 1934 “in respect of the assistance given by him in the rescue of a boy from 
drowning in the River Clyde near Commercial Road on 8 August last” [1933] 


CITY OF GLASGOW, Bravery Medal, silver, 32mm (Mr. James H. Marsh, 1955), extremely fine, with 
riband brooch. £150-200 


James Hazlett Marsh received his medal in September 1955 “for rescuing a boy from drowning in the Forth & Clyde Canal, 
west of Canal Street Bridge, on 4 August 1955.” 


LEANDER MEDAL, silver medal (unnamed as issued), with contemporary scroll suspension, good 
very fine; and a specimen striking in white metal, without suspension, surface knocks and scratches but 
otherwise good very fine. (2) £70-90 


See Milford Haven’s British Naval Medals, no. 862, for an example of this medal used as a private swimming prize. 


LLOYD'S [OF LONDON] MEDAL FOR SAVING LIFE AT SEA, type 2, bronze, 36mm (W. 
Mitchell, “Isaac M. Kerlin”, 16 Feby. 1901), fitted with a replacement silver suspension apparently 
taken from another Lloyd’s medal, good very fine, in fitted case of issue. £180-220 


W. Mitchell was serving as an Able Seaman on the §.S. Saint Quentin when she assisted at the wreck of the Isaac M. Kerlin.

LEOY DIS [OE LONDON] MEDAL FOR MERITORIOUS SERVICES AT SEA, type 3, circular silver 
medal, 36mm (Captain Thomas O. Shaddick, of S.S. “Dorie”, 1° May 1917), good extremely fine 
with riband brooch, in fitted case of issue. £200-220 


Sold with details extracted from Lloyd’s archives stating this medal was awarded “for the good services rendered in bringing 
this Vessel (S.S. Dorie) into port after she was seriously damaged by an enemy submarine.” The incident took place in the 
English Channel when the Dorie was homeward bound from Antigua with a cargo of sugar. 


NORTHAMPTON HUMANE SOCIETY, silver medal for a successful rescue, 38mm (an unnamed 
specimen), without suspension as issued; and a similar specimen struck in white metal, both good 
very fine and very rare, the first toned. (2) £120-150 


ROYAL HUMANE SOCIETY, large silver medal for a successful rescue (J.P. Evans, 1810), crudely 
named and without suspension as issued, a faulty striking without a collar, only fine to very fine but 
interesting. ~ £80-120 
Although untraced, it has been suggested that this defective medal was unofficially obtained by J.P. Evans, an apothecary, 


who “awarded” it to himself in lieu of a rescue at which he had assisted the previous year. An accompanying photocopy 
provides the basis for this theory. ; 


ROYAL HUMANE SOCIETY, large bronze medal for a successful rescue (W. Edwards, 1842), 
without suspension as issued, several light scratches but good very fine. £80-120 


Although not traced in the R.H.S. archives, these records are, by the Society’s own admission, “not only confused but confusing.” 


ROYAL HUMANE SOCIETY, large bronze medal for a successful rescue (James Miller, A.B., 31 
May 1846), fitted with a contemporary clip and ring suspension, scratched in field above cherub, 
otherwise very fine but sometime silver-plated. £100-150 


James Miller, Able Seaman, H.M.S. Castor, was one of two seamen of H.M.S. Castor who jumped overboard and saved Mr. 
Peacock, a shipwrecked Master Mariner taking passage on Castor, when he fell over the side during a heavy gale between 
Sydney and New Zealand on 31" May 1846. 


ROYAL HUMANE SOCIETY, large bronze medal for a successful rescue (Lieut. N.S.F. Digby, 10" 
August 1866), without suspension as issued, some scratching to rev centre but good very fine. £150-200 


Lieutenant N.F.S. Digby, R.N., H.M.S. Caledonia, jumped overboard and supported Midshipman H.C.A. Morshed, who had 
fallen from aloft, until he could be picked up; the incident took place off Falmouth on the evening of 10" August 1866. 
Vice-Admiral N.S.F. Digby (born 1839) joined the Navy as a Cadet in 1852 and retired in 1893, his last appointment being the 
command of the training ship H.M.S. Britannia. During his long career, he received the Baltic, Crimea and Ashantee medals in 
addition to the above R.H.S. award, and was made Rear-Admiral in 1915. 


ROYAL HUMANE SOCIETY, small silver medals for a successful rescue (2 — both unnamed), one 
heavily lacquered; others similar in bronze (2- 1 unnamed and the other renamed); with specimen 
strikings of the large medal, in white metal (2), and a uniface small bronze example, these without 
suspensions, mostly very fine. (7) £80-120 


ROYAL HUMANE SOCIETY, Swimming Exercise Proficiency Medal, silver, 51mm (top edge 
engraved William Smith, with “Training Ship Mercury 1893” in exergue), fitted with silver clip and 
ring suspension partially obscuring edge naming, extremely fine and toned, Arethusa & Chichester 
Training Ship, silver medal ‘for 3 years’ service at sea with a very good character’ (W.N. Reeve), 
very fine; and a similar Arethusa Training Ship, silver medal for ‘his return from second voyage with 
good character’ (unnamed), extremely fine. (3) £100-120 


ROYAL LIFE SAVING SOCIETY, bronze proficiency medals (15), two types, 33mm and 30mm, all 
named and mostly dated, 1909-37, generally good very fine or better. (15) £50-70 


ROYAL NATIONAL LIFEBOAT INSTITUTION, silver medal, Ed. VII (an unnamed specimen), 
without suspension; a similar specimen of the George IV type in white metal, and a defective issued 
example; together with a curious white metal striking of a Sea Gallantry Medal (Foreign Services), 
first large type, 45mm (engraved ‘To Louis Rapin from the British Government, 1841’), the George 
IV R.N.L.L silver medal fair, the others about very fine. (A) £70-100 


ROYAL SOCIETY FOR THE PROTECTION OF LIFE FROM FIRE, bronze medal, type 3, 44mm (To 
Walter Marsh, for Saving Life at Kingsland, 10" January 1891), lacking suspension and edge 
marked from its removal, some contact marks but very fine and scarce. £180-220

ST. ANDREW’S AMBULANCE ASSOCIATION, silver medal ‘for saving life on land’ (an unnamed 
specimen), with thistle suspension, good extremely fine and apparently very rare. £50-100 
This medal was instituted in 1899 and given for bravery in saving life on land “at great personal risk.” The medals came in 


three grades — gold, silver and bronze — and awarded examples are very seldom seen in commerce. 


THE GREAT CEYLON FLOOD, 1834, an interesting unofficial lifesaving award adapted from a 
Candahar/Cabul or Scinde Campaign Medal, 1842-43, bust of Queen Victoria left, rev central battle 
title removed and re-engraved ‘The Great Flood at Ceylon, 1834’ (original edge naming removed 
and re-engraved ‘Presented to R. Martin, R.A., For Intrepid Conduct’), suspension clip removed, 
only good fine but an unusual and probably unique private reward. £100-150 


Sadly, neither the Encyclopaedia Britannica nor the usually omniscient Haydn's Dictionary of Dates contain any information on 
the watery fate which befell Ceylon in 1834. 


THE MARINE SOCIETY [Incorporated 1772], Rewards of Merit (4), silver medals, early type, 
47mm (John Cooper; William Wilkins), the first with another name faintly scratched into rev field; 
later issues, 43mm (Alfred Fairfax, 3 Dec. 1918; E.J. Bentley, 19.9.22), various forms of suspension, 
the Wilkins medal fine, the others very fine or better. (4) £100-120 


The Marine Society was founded to train boys for a career in the Merchant Navy and these medals were presented to cadets 
who had completed five years’ service with good conduct throughout. 


An early George V Edward Medal group of three to Fireman James Joseph Leach: Edward Medal 
(Mines), Geo. V, type 1, with coinage head (James Joseph Leach); Royal Humane Society, silver 
medal for successful rescue (James Leach, 18" May 1912); National Fire Brigades’ Association Long 
Service, bronze (unnamed but the rim officially impressed ‘6763’), last two with riband brooches as 
issued, extremely fine. (3) £800-1000 


Edward Medal awarded for an Explosion at Markham Colliery, 18" May 1912: 

“At one of the pits at the Markham Colliery, Tredegar, an explosion of fire-damp resulted in the death of five men. At the time 
of the explosion two men were down the shaft, which was then full of after-damp. A rescue party was organized, consisting of 
four men, who descended the shaft, and after an hour’s work reached the pump lodge room at a depth of 350 yards from the 
surface, where they found a man named Snashall, who was badly burnt. After some difficulty they managed to get Snashall 
into the bucket, in which he was safely raised to the surface.” 


A rare and very unusual lifesaving group of 5 to Veterinary Captain J.H.B. Martin, an Australian 
Master Mariner who served in both the Boer War and the Great War with the British Army’s 
Veterinary Corps: Queen’s South Africa, 1899, 5 clasps, C.C., O.F.S., Trans., S.A. 1901, S.A. 1902 
(Lieut., N.S. Wales M.R.), officially engraved; British War Medal; Victory Medal, with oak palm for 
despatches (Capt.); Royal Humane Society of Australia, bronze medal for lifesaving, 39mm 
(Jonathan Martin, 5" October 1887); National Shipwreck Relief Society of N.S.W., silver medal, 
44mm (Awarded to J.H.B. Martin for saving life from drowning, 7 Oct. 1887), both lifesaving 
awards officially named and fitted with riband brooches as issued, very fine or better; with dress 
miniatures for the three campaign medals. (8) £500-700 


In Boer War Services of Military Officers, Vety.-Lieut. Martin is listed as one of those officers “serving under the General Officer 
Commanding-in-Chief the Forces in S. Africa.” 


The following details have been extracted from the records of the Royal Humane Society of Australia: 

"Jonathan H. B. Martin, aged 28 years, master mariner, rescued a woman, name unknown, on a dark night, at the Baldrock 
Ferry Whart, Johnson's Bay, Sydney on 5th October 1887. The woman fell overboard, and on Captain Martin hearing cries for 
aid, he ran down off the bridge, dived overboard, caught the woman, who clung to and nearly choked him, but by struggling 
brought her to the dolphin of the wharf, and, with the aid of a rope thrown by the engineer, got her out of the water". 


These additional details have been extracted from the records of the National Shipwreck Society of New South Wales (now 
called, since 1968, the Royal Humane Society of N.S.W.): 

Jonathan H.B. Martin, on 7th October, 1887, at about 11.30 pm when in charge of the Lincoln, steamer, heard cry of woman 
overboard; he at once ran from bridge to deck of steamer, threw off his coat and jumped into the water, caught hold of 


woman, and swam with her to the side of the steamer, and both were lifted on board. This is the eighth time that Martin has 
saved the lives of persons from drowning. Awarded Silver Medal.” 


Despite the different dates given in the two citations above (5" & 7" October 1887), the several similarities in the circumstances 


of the rescues strongly suggest that these two medals inci

Capitaine Anglais, Services a la Marine Marchande Francais 1877), extremely fine. £100-120 


ITALY, Victor Emanuele III, Messina Earthquake Medal, 1908, silver (214.468 J. Derbyshire, A.B., 
H.M.S. “Duncan”), neatly engraved in upright caps., very fine. £80-120 


Confirmed in Wilson & Perkins’ roll but not for service ashore. 


ITALY, Victor Emanuele II, Messina Earthquake Medal, 1908, silver (W. Goodare, A.B., H.M.S. 
Exmouth), neatly engraved in upright caps., good very fine. £100-150 


Confirmed in Wilson & Perkins’ roll as one of the men sent ashore and they list him as a Sick Berth Attendant, a valuable 
member of the crew in the circumstances. 


ITALY, Victor Emanuele III, Messina Earthquake Medals, 1908, silver (2) (both unnamed as issued), 
obverse somewhat scratched on both but otherwise about very fine. (2) £100-120

Two Richard Robbins on the various published rolls, one for Amanthea (approx. 23 clasps issued) and the other for Syria. 


NAVAL GENERAL SERVICE, 1793-1840, flans only (2) James Mallachip; Richd. Wareham), both 
correctly impressed, each with obverse brooch fittings but the Mallachip medal lacking pin, the first bruised 
and fair, the second somewhat better. (2) £100-150 


Both recipients confirmed as Royal Marines entitled to the clasp for Syria. 


NAVAL GENERAL SERVICE, 1793-1840, flans only (3) Jeremiah Sutton; George Holder, R.M.; 
Robert Goddard), all with unofficially engraved naming; and others similar (3) (all erased), 
generally fine or slightly better. (6) £100-150 


The aforementioned three names were all recipients of the medal with clasp Syria. 


MILITARY GENERAL SERVICE, 1793-1814, 3 clasps, Badajoz, Vittoria, Pyrenees John Moon, 88" 
Foot), unofficially engraved naming, several obverse nicks but very fine; another, no clasps (J. Ferrier, 
Serjt., R. Arty. Drivers), correctly impressed but naming almost illegible from excessive wear; 
another, flan only (Benjamin Clark, Royal Artillery Drivers), unofficially engraved naming, these 
last two poor to fair. (3) £100-150 


The published M.G.S. roll does not list any John Moon, 88" Foot, or Benjamin Clark, R. Art. Drivers; J. Ferrier is listed however 
and was entitled to a four-bar medal. 


WATERLOO, 1815 (Sam. Mal-----], Gunner, Royal Horse Artillery), correctly named but the 
surname mostly obscured by old solder marks from brooch mounting; others similar (3), one 
erased, one mostly erased and the last to 1° Batt., 95" Reg. Foot, the regimental details clear but the 
name erased, two with and two without suspensions, poor to fair. (4) £200-300 


Although the original name has been erased on the last medal, the rim retains a ghosted image of Lieut. Jo[hn] Cox, an officer in 
Captain Leach’s Company at Waterloo who later became a Major-General and received the K-H. in addition to a 10-clasp MGS. 


ARMY OF INDIA, 1799-1826, 1 clasp, Nagpore (Sepoy, [------- ] Infy.), engraved naming mostly 
illegible due to excessive wear, suspender repaired and now fixed, fair. £80-120 
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RENAMED OR ERASED, EXCESSIVELY WORN, DAMAGED OR OTHERWISE DEFECTIVE 
VICTORIAN ERA CAMPAIGN MEDALS (10), comprising: Maharajpoor Stars, 1843 (2); Sutlej,

In April 1794, the armies of Republican France found themselves pitted against a strong allied force of English, Austrian, 
German and Dutch troops in the Austrian Netherlands (modern Belgium). During the allied advance on Landrecies, east of 
Cambrai, a large force of French cavalry, on a mission to intercept the Austrian Emperor Francis II, was routed and put to 
flight by ten squadrons of British and Austrian cavalry. Retiring to Villiers-en-Couché (or, more correctly, Villiers-en- 
Cauchies), the French reformed only to be attacked again by a mere two squadrons of the British 15" Light Dragoons and the 
Austrian Leopold Hussars who were blissfully unaware that behind the French horse lay a significant body of infantry 
supported by artillery. The resulting action was a triumph for the allies despite the massive superiority of the French; the 
enemy were decisively defeated and suffered very heavy casualties. In the aftermath, the Emperor rewarded the eight officers 
of the 15" Light Dragoons with handsome gold medals which are seldom, if ever, seen in commerce.

Major-General Richard Westmacott, K.C.B., D.S.O. (1841-1925) was educated at Rossall and entered the Bombay 
Army on 19" March 1859. In 1860, he was in action against rebel Bheels in Gujerat and in 1868 took part in the 
operations against the rebel Naikras, including the action at Warak, for which he received the commendation of the 
Government of India (G.P.O. 161, 1868). During the Afghan War of 1878-1880, he was appointed Road Commandant 
in command of troops on the vital Lines of Communication between Quetta and Kandahar, took part in the frequent 
engagements in the Khozak Pass and was also present at the relief of Kandahar (M.I.D.). He then served in the Sudan 
in 1885, participating in the operations at Suakin, Hasheen and Tofrek, also taking part in various attacks on convoys 
and in the advance on Tamaai (M.I.D. London Gazette: 25 August 1885). Made Lieut.-Colonel in 1885 and Colonel in 
1889, Westmacott served with the Chin-Lushai Expedition of 1889-1890 commanding an advance column on Haka for 
which he was again M.I.D. and also awarded the D.S.O. Created a Companion of the Bath in 1891, he commanded the 
28. Bombay Pioneers, 1889-1895, and the 1° Brigade of the Mohmand Field Force in the action at Bedmanai amongst 
others on the North West Frontier. Served with the Tirah Expedition in 1897-1898, commanding the 4" Brigade at both 
actions at Dargai and many other locations, all of which combined to bring a well-deserved K.C.B. when the campaign 
ended as well as further M.I.D.’s. Promoted Major-General in 1899, he commanded a First Class District at Mhow, 
1900-1903, after which he retired from active service. 


Creagh & Humphris (The Distinguished Service Order, 1886-1923, publ. 1924) also credit Westmacott with seeing action 
in the dying phases of the Indian Mutiny but since fighting effectively ceased with the capture and hanging of Tantia 
Topi on 18" April 1859, any involvement by him must have been peripheral in the extreme even though there were 
undeniably a few minor skirmishes later in the year. Despite the authors’ statement that Westmacott received a 
Mutiny medal, it seems probable that this was simply an assumption on their part as there is neither evidence nor 
confirmation that he was entitled to that award and the group offered in this catalogue is just as the recipient wore it 
until his death.

Private Langan’s platoon was then 
ordered to attack in co-operation with a troop of tanks. The number of trees and banks hindered the advance of the tanks and 
in consequence they were not able to'neutralise the enemy fire. The fire came at the platoon from nearly every direction and it 
appeared for a moment that the attack would be stopped. 


Private Langan rose to the occasion; taking command of his section he led the platoon forward, being at times as much as fifty 
yards ahead of it. Whenever the enemy Spandau fire came especially close he stopped and, using his bren from the hip, he 
shot it out with the enemy. He disposed of two Spandaus in this way. 


Later that day the Company went into action a second time and attacked a village through a thick pine wood. During the 
advance through the wood Private Langan’s Platoon came under withering fire from a Chateau on the right flank. The whole 
platoon took cover. Private Langan stood up and raked the Chateau with Bren-gun fire. Under cover of his fire another 
platoon, charging down the slope at top speed took the objective. 


It was largely due to the valour and magnificent leadership of Private Langan (now a Sergeant), that these two attacks resulted 
in such rapid success.”

‘Squadron Leader Brian Hibbs WALKER (150230), Royal Air Force.’ 


Squadron Leader Brian Hibbs Walker was born in 1921 and, having joined the Royal Air Force, was commissioned as a 
Flying Officer in August 1942; following pilot training, he flew Lancasters with 54 Squadron just prior to the cessation of 
hostilities in Europe. 


In late 1953 Walker, by then a Flight Lieutenant, retrained on the Lincoln Bomber and was posted to 148 Squadron, which 
transferred to R.A.F. Tengah at Singapore in April 1954. Following initial training the Squadron was in action that called for 
low-level, pinpoint accuracy bombing and ground strafing. In July, Walker was involved with Operation Termite, a large- 
scale operation in collaboration with ground forces, including parachute troops. In this operation, 1,000Ib. bombs were 


dropped in a formation attack on a marked target, parachute troops then being dropped into the area to deal with any 
remaining opposition. 


Following Operation Termite the Squadron returned to the United Kingdom where in the last week of September the 
Squadron took part in Operation Morning Mist. This was a large-scale exercise to test the land, sea and air defences of 
Denmark and Norway and Flight Lieutenant Walker flew the first mission lasting 7 hours 40 minutes. 


Promoted to Squadron Leader in October, Walker assumed command of half the Squadron at RAF Upwood whilst the other 
four Lincolns left for Tengah and Operation Bold. Following the never-ending training and testing, Squadron Leader Walker 
flew to Tengah on 28" November to take command of 148 Squadron’s detachment. Because of severe weather conditions, 
flying in December was restricted and the Squadron flew a total of 23 strikes, 18 by day and 5 by night, over half of which 


morning the same amount for the same target. He flew another mission to Kuala Langat just 14 hours later, in the dead of 
night, delivering another 14,000lbs. A brief respite and Walker was back flying again, to Mount Ophir, on the 19th, with 
7,000Ibs and to Gemas on the 25th with a similar load. The 27th saw a night flight lasting 3% hours to Port Dickson with

Without prejudice to any other rights, Baldwin's Auctions 
Ltd. reserve the right to charge interest on any overdue payment at the rate 
of three per cent per month. Seven working days’ notice must be allowed 
for clearance of personal cheques before delivery can be made unless prior 
arrangements have been made with Baldwin's Auctions Ltd. A 4% 
surcharge will be applied to credit card payments.
